were disappointed in the decision of 
the railroad labor hoard cutting the 
wages of all classes of railway em­ 
ployes twelve per cent or a slash of 
$400,000,000 from the railroads pay 
roll annually. 


“We had hoped that the decision 
would wipe out in its entirety the 
$600,000,000 increase of last y e a r / 
said 
President ii, E. Hymn cif the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. 


"We will have to find out how much 
this decrease will reduce our operat­ 
ing costs before attem pting to p re­ 
dict anything about rate decreases 
to follow this wage cut. 
This is a 
step in the right direction however, 
and will help business and unemploy 
merit on railroads.” 


The derision of the hoard affects 
approxim ately two million 
railroad 
employes. 
It provides for a cut in 
every class of railroad labor from 
engineers 
to 
common 
labor. 
Ap­ 
proximately 
six 
hundred 
thousand 
m aintenance of way 
em ployes are 
given wage reductions of eight aud 
one-half cents an hour. 


"The decision provides for redtic. 
Hon of about twelve per cent in pres­ 
ent wages,” the board announced. 


While the decision announced toduy 
applies only to 86 railroads, all c a r­ 
riers are a party to It as reduction 
of all classes of labor are given until 
July I to file applications for red 
tfons so practically every railroad lh 
the country will he a part) to the 
July I decrease. 


The decision is based on the pres­ 
ent rates of pay as established by 
the $600,000,006 wage aw ard of July 
20, 1920.

Washington.—The administration Is 
feeling an increasing pressure in fa­ 
vor of the United States taking the 
lead in a movement among tin* major 
nations for a reduction in armaments. 
It was this pressure that influenced 
tile President to withdraw his o p p osi­ 
tion to the Horah amendment to the 
navy appropriation bill, an am end­ 
ment which suggests that the Presi­ 
dent invite Great Britain and Japan 
to join lids government in a confer­ 
ence looking to a greater reduction in 
armaments. 
In withdrawing its opposition to 
the Borah plan tho administration was 
careful to let it bo known that It was 
not obliging itself to carry out the 
suggestion of tin* Horah amendment 
in cast* the house should accept It and 
It should become a part of the navy 
appropriation hill as Anally trussed. 
Congress understands that the Presi­ 
dent reserves the right to take up the 
question of disarm ament in ids own 
time and In his own way. 
It is very 
well understood that tin* adm inistra­ 
tion has placed disarmament on its 
program of things wrhlch It hope# even­ 
tually to accomplish, hut It Is not tin* 
understanding that the number is to­ 
ward the top of the program. 
Secretary of State Hughes has in­ 
dicated from time to time that before 
such questions as disarmament, a sso ­ 
ciation of nations, and other m atters 
of supreme world Importance can he 
given thoughtful consideration, many 
smaller 
matters 
o f 
International 
import must la* dispose*I of. 
A fa­ 
vorite expression of the State depart­ 
ment is that the "international under­ 
brush’’ must Im- cleam ! out before the 
really far-reaching problems can ho 
tackled. 
It is the view o f Hie ad­ 
ministration, mid the President and 
Seeretitry 
Hughes 
undoubtedly 
reel 
that It Is tin* \ lew (it tin* country, 
rn licit cy 4’:*» • omit iv univ desire dis­ 


armament, that the United States shall 
not take any step that will expose 
this country to danger. 


Agitation From Three Source#. 


The administration is not unmind­ 
ful of the growing sentifberif through­ 
out the country in favor of cutting 
down expenses chargeable to prepara­ 
tion for war. 
The agitation In favor 
of disarmament, the letters and tele­ 
grams that roach the executive de­ 
partment reveal, is coming from three 
definite sources. 
The women's organi­ 
zations throughout the country are 
particularly 
active. 
Recently 
they 
have been holding mass meeting# In 
many cities and passing resolutions 
for the eye of the President. 
The 
churches of all denominations are also 
taking up the subject and day by day 
ore bombarding fhe White House with 
resolutions and memorials. 
Tile third 
Influence emanates from the tax-bur­ 
dened business men of the country 
who realize, as do the ai>*horttiefl here, 
that a reduction in federal taxation Is 
Impossible so long as the government 
continues to- spend so lavishly In pre­ 
paring against possible wars. 
While, as already pointed out. the 
decision of the administration not to 
continue Its opposition to the Horah 
disarm ament amendment to the naval 
hill d**es not commit the adm inistra­ 
tion to any disarmament program, It 
Is felt here that Senator Horah ami 
tile senators associated with him are 
In the fight for some definite recogni­ 
tion of the principle of disarm ament 
have won a victory that Is not with­ 
out significance. 
The mere fact that 
any sort of an expression with regard 
to disarmament go«*s into the naval 
bill will undoubtedly encourage the 
forces throughout the country that are 
urging this government to take up the 
subject In a serious way. 


Two Other Disarm am ent Plane. 


Assuming that the plan provided by 
the Horah resolution will not he car­ 
ried out by the administration, at least 
two other plans are possible. 
The 
subject may be taken up by the su­ 
preme council of the allies, or lf may 
Ite held in abeyance for the considera­ 
tion of the association of nations or 
League of Nations, which presumably 
♦he 
United 
States 
Intends 
to Join 
sooner or later. 
There appear# to bo 
excellent authority 
for saying that 
the administration believes It might 
b»- well to withhold any step until the 
question of whether there Is to be an 
association of nations or a league of 
nations with the United States as n 
member Is definitely settled. 
It may turn out that the adminis­ 
tration after further consideration will 
decide flint It will lie worth while to 
do as the Horah amendment suggests 
Invite Great Britain and Japan Into 
a preliminary conference-—hut nil the 


Indications are that the administra­ 
tion bas no thought of doing anything 
of the kind. 
Great Britain, it Is well 
understood here, Is not ready to et 
Into a conference unless practically 
all the nations that are represented In 
the League of Nations are to be con 
suited.

Blanket Insurance Practically Cover­ 
ing W hole Town It Said to Have 
H ad Excellent Retults. 


All the workers employed by the 
various Industries located at Kings­ 
port. Tenn., have been insured against 
death, sickness and accident under a 
single group policy the New York 
Times records. 
In all about two thousand persons 
employed by ten large concerns an* 
thus protected and as the population 
of the town of Kingsport is estimated 
at about 10,000, almost every family 
In the community will receive a fi­ 
nancial benefit In ease of accident, 
sickness or death overtaking one of 
Its bread winning members. 
The policy has been In effect for 
some months. 
According to official* 
of the insurance company this is the 
first Instance known where a whole 
community has adopted a standard­ 
ized plan of Insurance. 
The experi­ 
ment it attracting the attention of 
many other municipalities, especially 
imbue officials w ho are Interested in 
community service. 
A prominent community worker has 
said 
that 
the 
prospective 
financial 
benefit to be derived by Individuals 
under the policy was of far less im­ 
portance than the general good which 
has resulted from the quickening of 
tin* conscience of the whole Kingsport 
community.
